Plot Control Commands

CHARACTER SIZE

PURPOSE
Specifies the sizes of the characters to appear at the plot points of each trace on subsequent plots.

DESCRIPTION

The size is the height of the character (not counting vertical spacing). The size is given in DATAPLOT 0 to 100 units. The width of th
character is automatically set to one half the character height (use the CHARACTER HW command to set the height and width
independently). The height is based on the vertical 0 to 100 units while the width is based on the horizontal 0 to 100 units.

SYNTAX
CHARACTER SIZES <size> <size> <size> eftc.

where <size> is a number or a parameter in the decimal range 0 to 100 that specifies the desired character size. Up to 100 character
can be specified.

CHARACTER SIZE

EXAMPLES
CHARACTER SIZES 2224 2.4
CHARACTER SIZES331111.5

NOTE

CHARACTERS SIZES 3 ALL

The CHARACTER SIZES command with no arguments sets the character size to default for all traces. The CHARACTER SIZES
command with the word ALL before or after the specified size assigns that size to the characters on all traces. Thus CHARACTER
SIZES 2.5 ALL or CHARACTER SIZES ALL 2.5 assigns the size 2.5 to the characters on all traces.

DEFAULT

The default character size is 2.

TIC LABEL SIZE = Sets the size for plot tic mark labels.
HEIGHT = Sets the height for TEXT characters.
WIDTH = Sets the width for TEXT characters.
HW = Sets the height and width for TEXT characters.
